New England'no longer 
dictates the commercial and financial policy; 
and the-South, when restored to the Unicn, 
will discover that. both its commercial and 
political supremacy sare forover gone. . In 
Tespect. of: representative strength, “New 
England cannot hope to be mora than sta- 
tionary, and for. years to come, the South 
will have: no energy to ‘spare for anght be- 
aides its immediute . local necessities,’ The 
West, meanwhile, lusty and self-reliant, 
with its voting power continually and ra- 
pidly increasing, and with the. assurance 
that each ‘succeeding year will swell: the 
roll-of States whoge fortunes axe its own, 
already-agserts its right to an’ influence in 
congressional policy which will soon be ‘sa- 
tished with nothing less tlau control...

Lf it sucved 
at all it will be bucausexthe political power 
of the West, though not. yet absolutely pos. | 
sessed of the mastery, is great enough to 
command allianices-froui the Atlantic States, 
To the same quarter we look forthe ‘legis 
lative embodiment of more liberal views on 
the tariff question. ‘The wool-yrowing in- 
terest of the prairies is temporarily Jeagued 
withthe mann facturing moucpolies, but the 
juvetion is too unnatural to. last.. The 
West cannot afford to cudure tho tortutes 
ofa prohibitory tariff’ as the price of excli- 
ding. the long wools of Canada, and we 
shall eventually see its members as: solidly 
unityd in support of free trade as now they 
arein favor of readjusted and. reduced 
taxation, — : : :

KANE'S OPEN POLAR SEA. 

Further evidence has been received, 
through Captain R, Wells, of the ‘steam 
whaler Avetic, corroborating the . intelli- 
genes first piven by Kaue of the open polar 
sea, Morton, who accompanied Kane's 
expedition, reached the extreme northern 
part of the Humbdldt’s: Glaciers, on the 
eastern side of Swith Sound, and reported 
that he saw open water, rutiled by ‘‘iwhite ° 
caps.” Subsequently, it will “be. remem- 
bered, Hayes, from the opposite side of 
Smith Sound, saw: large fields of .“rotten ? 
ice, aud foun an abundance “of deer’ and 
other animals, the ship being supplied with 
fresh provisious from this source during 
his sojourn in that ‘hyperborean,. region. 
We (New York Junmnat of Commerce) ‘copy 
from a private.letter received by Houry 
Grinnell, Esq., of this city, as follows :— 

ReEerort oF Carriin Ricuarp WELLS, oF 
Sreaxanre ‘ARoric,” Duxpre.—" Passed 
Conical Island, June 19, .1807, there beiag 
so much ice, and made fast for a short time 
to the land ive off Pestowack glacier, where 
wo rode out s gale of wind’ from 8.8.

southward there was no indication’ of ice to 
the northward, Sky blue and watery, and 
only few smull strenins of light ice to,be 
sec, Woe were then, to the best of my be- 
lief (no ‘observation having been tiken), 
about seventy-nine degtees nuvth, Stood 
to the sonthward to attempt a passage to 
Pond’s Bay, and was for several days dodg- 
ing about iu this north water. A heavy 
breeze occurred from the north which raised 
a considerable sea, so heavy that we were 
compelled to twist our boats close’ up, aud 
I belivve. that, had we uot been upon a 
whaling voyage, we.should have met with 
no difficulty in attaining to abnoat duy .ex- 
tremo northern latitude. This‘ report has 
been declared by me, and to it I append 
my signature this twenty-fifth day. of -No- 
vember, 1867, ‘ 

‘At thu time wo were moored off Peeto- . 
walk glacier the évew went on shore to a 
voukory of roaches. and saw several deer, ° 
white hares, and foxes 5 were within twenty 
yards of somo deer, they were so tame, - In 
passing Cape Atholl with the ship, I saw < 
eight reindeer from the’ masthead, aud a * 
cluster of white hares and niicrous foxes 
were seen. daily npon the ico... There was.a 
land foo north of Peetowak glacier, it hav- 
ing slecayed away; North Star Bay was 
clear of tce.” The ice between Cape Atholl 
and Wolstenholm Island rotten, and vory 
much deeayod,.the ship steaming | easily 
throngh rotten floes, ‘The ice upon the east 
side, excepting in Whalo Sound, appeared 
to have decayed away-and parted from the 
land as far as the glass would carry, and 
would offer no impediment to. the progress 
‘of any-eteam whaler.
